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REVIEW OF ART BOOKS 

ARCHITECTURE AND THE ALLIED 
ARTS; Greek, Roman, Byzantine, Ro- 
manesque and Gothic; by Alfred M. 
Brooks, Professor of Fine Arts, Indiana 
University, [Bobbs-Merrill Company, 
Publishers ; Indianapolis.] 

THIS interesting and unusually attractive 
volume sums up in an authoritative and 
yet entertaining manner the essence of 
what is known about Greek, Roman Byzantine, 
Romanesque and Gothic architecture, as well as 
what is known about the arts connected with 
these forms of architecture— sculpture, painting, 
mosaic, stained glass and metal work. 

One must not confuse this work with many 
works similar in title, and usually forbiddingly 
technical. Professor Brooks has apparaently a 
most human manner of looking at art. His un- 
derstanding and appreciation of the purpose, 
meaning and beauty in art he sets forth in a 
simple, easy, informal way. His varied store of 
information is told in a most interesting manner, 



and we unhesitatingly recommend the book to 
all readers, general and otherwise. 

Professor Brooks says: "The whole subject 
of Ancient Art — Sculpture, Architecture and the 
allied arts, plastic and graphic — has. been regarded 
an essential subject in the curricula of the great 
universities over sea, and the foremost colleges 
and universities of the United States. It is, how- 
ever, an amazing fact that at the present time 
three-quarters, by actual count, of the colleges 
and universities of the United States continue to 
ignore art." 

When reading this it struck us with deplorable 
regret that we could not devise some scheme by 
which this book should be read by the president 
of every educational institution in this country, 
whether university, college, high or primary 
school. 

It is a book which would, we believe, form as 
attractive reading matter to many a man and 
woman as a most interesting novel — and to those 
who are even slightly interested in art, architec- 
ture or history, we feel it would give wonderful 
pleasure. It is a work for which the intelligent 
and educated people of this country owe a deep 
gratitude to Professor Brooks.
